Response to Amendment 



The amendment filed on 10/1 1/05 is sufficient to overcome the prior art 
reference. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 5 
and 7 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach 
the recited thermoelectric heat pump interconnected with the front and back panels at a 
second sealed edge portion for passing a pressurized stream of temperature 
conditioned air through the respective air flow layers to exit to ambient via the vents 
(see claim 1 ); thermoelectric heat pump interconnecting pressurized temperature 
conditioned air via a manifold to the air flow layer of each panel therethrough and 
outwardly through the vents to ambient (see claim 5); thermoelectric heat pump with a 
first blower emptying waste heat to exterior of the enveloping garment and a second 
blower located within the garment recirculating temperature conditioned air through the 
air flow layers and to the interior of the garment (see claim 7).
